An Extrnerdinnry @Government for Phila-
delphin.

A remnrkable plan has oveen presented in the
Penvsylvania Leglelaivre for a municipal gov-
ernment of Philadelphia. The plan s moatly
comprehended In bllls creating three commis-
elone, each composed of glx members, who are
to hold offlee five years, and whose powars are
smple apd their decisions irreversible. The
three commissions are a Board of Metropolitan
Pallee, n Board of Water Commissioners, and a
Board of Pablie Warks, The act eroating the
first board provides that the commissioners who
are pamed shall have full power to organize and
control the poliee of the city, and to require the
City Counclls to appropriate all the money the
Board mway necd for those purpores, the Councils
being peremptorily commauded to vote these
requisitions,

The Board of Water Commissioners are to
hnve control of the water supply for the eity,
| and of all contracts for extending the works.
The Councils nre commantded to make appro-
priations at the demand of #hie board, and il
necegenry to levy o special tax for this depart-

ment. The Board of Publle Works are (0o have
the entire manugement and control of the
ttreels, buildings, bLridges nnd sewers. The

Mayor of Philadelpbia, on recelving coples of
